and pulling his revolver shot the detective 
dead. Both men ran with their revolvers in 
their hands, declaring that they would shoot 
any man who interfered. Wilson was fol- 
lowea and captured crouching under a stoop. 
When taken to police headquarters he was 
nearly mobbed by an infuriated crowd that 
bad collected. He wasnearly taken from 
the police, who beat the mob back. To Chief 
of Police Wright he gave his name as Barnes. 
He has not given a word further than tha 
since his arrest. 

In the excitement of the moment 
Wilson’s pal escaped. and is still at 
large. It is believed that he is from the 
West and has been a member of the Heds- 
peth band of robbers with Wilson. 

Wilson was held for murder dy the Coro- 
ner’s ‘fury. To-day he was arraigned but 
asked for a little more time before entering 4 
plea. Wilson said that he expected counsel, 
some of the best in the country, to arrive 
here in a few days. He was given until 
Monday. When arrested Wilson had a very 
large sum of money in large bills secreted in 
his stocking. When taken to have his picture 
made Wilson offered desperate resistance, but 
was compelled tosubmit by the use of the 
twist. There is no doubt that he is the des- 
perate man that he is described by Chief of 
Police Harrigan. He carried two dig navy 
revolvers when arrested. If he had not been 
taken uuawares when arrested for Detective 
Harvey's murder there is no doubt but what 
he would have used them both. 

Late to-night Chief of Police Wright went 
to Wilson's cell and called him by the name 
of Dink“ Wilson.

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TURNED INSIDE OUT. 


The Head Had Been Cut and Bruised— 
Almost an Impossibility for Him to 
Have Fallen to Where He Was Found— 
NoClew.to the Identity of the Deceased 
Discovered—A Mysterious Case. 


Shortly after 20’clock yesterday afternoon, 
as Fred and Louis Rohlfing of 500 Whittier 
street were walking along St. Louis avenue 
near Prairie avenue, the former was at- 
tracted toa lot onthe northeast corner of 
the street by a very peculiar odor. He quick- 
ly proceeded to investigate and found 
that the smell proceeded from the bottom of 
an old quarry, whose sloping sides were Ccov- 
ered with a heavy growth of weeds. Push- 
ing his way through them and going down 
into the uninviting pit, he found at the depth 
of thirty feet below the surface a sight so 
shocking that he will never forget it. There, 
at fulllength onthe ground, with nis head 
pointing downward, lay the body of a man 
inanawfully decomposed state.

In the 
right-hand pogket was a white, blue-bor- 
dered handkerchief, but no letters theron. 
In fact, nothing was found which 
furnished any clew tothe dead man’s ident - 
ity. The sergeant rang for the city undoer- 
taker’s wagon, but before it arrived several 
hundred people had collected on the scene 
and were peering curiously into the abyss 
ana indulging in specalations as to the man- 
ner of the man’s death. 

From the position in which the body 
was found it was quite evident that the 
man didnot meet his death from a natural 
cause, No sick man would lie 
downto die on the sloping side of a quarry 
with his head pointing downward and his 
feet upin the air. He might have fallen 
from the street sidewalk on Prairie avenue, 
but this would hardly be possible, as 
the thick growth of stubby weeds 
would be sufficient to prevent his fall. This 
was the way sume of the crowd argued and 
their belief that he might have either been 
pitched down there from the street or taken 
down there and. killed was strengthened by 
the fact that the man’s head had almost en. 
tirely rotted away, while his body was 
not half as badly decomposed. This seemed 
to create the impression that the man’s head 
had been terribly bruised and consequently, 
as there were no stones or projecting rocks 
in sight on which he might have fallen, that 
he was a Victim of foul play. 

The body had apparently been lying 
where founda for at least a week, 
The police have not yet obtained the slight- 
est clew to the dead man’s identity. A Posr- 
DISPATCH reporter found a torn and bloody 
butcher’s apron hear the spot where the 
corpse was discovered.

The Eminent Kentuckian Denounces the

WasHine or, D. ©., Aug. 12.—Congress- 
man W. ©. P. Breckenridge, the silver- 
haired and silver-tongued orator of Ken- 
tucky, has been made defendant in a sensa- 
tional suit for $50,000 damages for failing to 
keep a promise of marriage. Mr. Brecken- 
ridge is one of the most picturesque figures of 
the House. HeisSi years old. Besides de 
sides being a politician, he has obtained dis. 
tinctionin church work. Only a few months 
since he was the orator at the National 
Christian Endeavor Oonvention. The suit 16 
brought by Miss Madeline V. Pollard, who ts 
a Kentuckian, and whom it was gossiped 
about he intended to marry. Mr. Brecken- 
ridge’s first wife died a little over a year ago. 
The engagement to Miss Pollard was 
published in the Washington and Louis- 
ville papers last winter and no 
denial was made. On the i8th of last 
month when Mr. Breckenridge’s marriage 
to Mrs. Louise Wing, the widow ofa former 
United States Minister to Ecuador, was an- 
nounced there was much surprise and gossip 
as tothe reason why the engagement was 
broken. 

The papers in the case were prepared to- 
day by two of Washington’s most prominent 
lawyers, Calderon Oarlisle and Jeri- 
miah Wilson.

A SEAMAN’S HARD LOT. 


He Gets the Worst ofa Settlement With 


Uncle Sam. 

New Yoru, Aug. 12.—Complaint has fre- 
quently been made that Uncle Sam’’ is a 
harsh taskmaster, that men in the navy are 
not treated with such a show of liberality and 
interest in their welfare as would cause a re- 
enlistment. Frank Motgon, who was an 
able seaman on the United states ship Minan- 
tonomah, contracted acute rheumatism in 


the line of duty. His enlistment expired 
June 9. On Juneshe was declared too sick 
for duty and was sent tothe Brooklyn Naval 
Hospital, where he remained until July 29. 
Then be was sent to Boston to rejoin 
his ship. Here he received an 
honorable discharge and the money due him 
up to June 9 minus 20 cents a day which had 
been deducted to pay the ration money due 
the hospital. Motzon protested thatas his 
illness was the result of hisexposure while 
inthe service and as he had been paying 
regular hospital dues he was entitled to 
treatment and board while in the institution 
without other cost to himself. He also raised 
the point as towhether he was notin the 
service and entitled to extra pay until he 
had received his discharge. Motzon's case 
becomes interesting from the factthat it is 
likely to establish a precedent, It is believed, 
however, 1 * the law will sustain the ship’ 5 
pay master deducting the hospital charge.

New York’s Death Rats Not Up to the 
Usual for August.

The Record of Praying Charlie“ 
14 Tuthill of Long Island. 


Old Friends and Trasting epee 
Confidenced. 


HIS TRAIL LEFT IN DENVER, sr. LOUIS 
AND CINCINNATL 


A Creditor Levies on and Sells the Tuthill 
Burial Plot in Greenport, L. I.—Funds 
ofthe Churchto Which the Eider Be- 
longed Sink in Kansas Bottomless 
Boom — His Record in This City—An 
Abused Wife. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—At the east end of 
Long Island people are just now discussing 
a Jekyll and Hyde story. They have had 
their confidence abused by a man whom they 
had learded to honor and trust as a leader in 
church work at Greenport, a superintendent 
in the Sunday- school and the father of a 
most interesting family. The story as it has 
developed is intensely interesting to many of | 
these people, as it touches their pockets. 
Charlies E. Tuthill thirteen years ago was 
one of the most prominent business men in 
Greenport, His father, the late Schuyler B. 
TutMill, was one of the men generally looked 
upto in the community. He left his son 
about $30,000 in cash anda name which had 
been synonomous with integrity and fair 
dealing. The son appeared to follow in the 
footsteps of the father. He married a Green- 
port girl and commenced life under circum- 
stances and amidst surroundings which 
seemed to forecast a brilliant future. He 
was a highly religious man. 

There was another Charles Tuthill in Green- 
port, but notof thesame family, but both 
were active in the Presbyterian Church, To 
distinguish them the church people calied 
ope ‘*Praying Charlie“ and the other Sing- 
ing Charlie.“ Charles E. Tuthill was the 
**Praying Charlie, and there are people in 
Greenport to-day who recall the appeals 
made by Tuthillto the throneof grace, as the 
most ferventand offering the clearest evi- 
dence of sincerity of any prayers they have 
heard before or since his time. 

Thirteen years ago Tuthill went West. He 
was believed to have a comfortable fortune. 
There are those pow who say he left because 
he had lost his own and other funds through 
an unfortunate fascination for dabbling in 
Wallstreet.

Not re- 
ceiving the response he expected, Tuthill 
made a visit to Greenport abouta year after 
he had gone West. Hettmed his return s0 
that he could attend the annual meeting of 
the Presbytery. Asan elder in the church 
he knew the society hada fund of $1,200 be- 
queathed to it by Howard Rackett, only the 
interest of which could be used in the cur- 
rent expenses of the church. At this re- 
vival meeting Tuthill made one of his most 
fervent prayers. Then he told the trustees 
of the field for investment in the West, and 
promised that it he was allowed to take the 
Rackett fund he would loan it out on bond 
and mortgage and secure the church 10 
percent. The trustee gave the money into 
Elder Tuthill’s hands without receiving as 
much as the scratch of a per in acknowledg- 
ment and without any security. Before he 
went West he madeita point tosee a num- 
ber of moneyed men. John T. Gallup of 
Greenport, became so interested in the elder’s 
scheme that he gave him $500 for investment. 
S. P. Hedges of the same place gave $6,000 in 
Tuthill’s hands. Byron Rogers, a former 
clerk in Tuthill’s store at Greenport, gave 
Tuthill $700, and the widowed mother of 
Rogers gave into the elder’s hands $600. A 
poor old colored man named Daniel Bennett 
of Greenport emptied the family stocking 
and gave to Massa Tuthill’’ $100. Jesse 
Case and his brother, Lewis, also swelled 
the fund by $500 each, A New York wooden 
ware merchant is also said to have given 
Tuthill about $8,000 for investment. None-of 
the investors had any security. They all 
banked on the elder’s good name and the 
general reputation of e family. He has 
not since been seen in Greenport. 

From Lawrence Tnthill went to Denver. 
The money he had received from confiding 
friends to invest in bondsand mortgages on 
real estate was Gumped into a Colorado min- 
ing scheme. He was 8 nervy, dut that 
didn’t pay interest, 60 e faith in Tuthill 
was shaken, but still confidence was not en- 
tirely destroyed.

AS VIEWED ABROAD. 


London Believes the Sherman Law Will 
Not Be Rep-aled. 


Lorpor, Aug. 12.—According to the Pali 
Mali Gazette, the bill Introduced in the Amer- 
ican Congress yesterday by Mr. Wilson, pro- 
viding forthe unconditional repeal of the 
purchase clause of the Sherman act, is a 
sound measure ofreform. Most of the news- 
papers here do not venture to make any 
criticism onthe bill. They simply re- echo 
the American predictions cabled here that 
the silverites Will prevont the repeal of the 
Sherman law. ine growth of this impression 
bas assisted in strenethening Silver during 
the week. A surprising feature of the situa- 
tion has been the steadily increasing demand 
forthe metal for India with the obvious 
shortness of supplies, both here and in the 
United States. some dealers allege that the 
stocks were so cleared out on the fall in value 
when the Indian mints were closed to free 
coinage that the demand now drains the 
supplies. 

Other dealers attribute the curious state of 
the market to American manipulation. Con- 
nected with the currency debate is a report 
that has excited considerable discussion.

THE LINCOLN UF FICTION AND OF FACT. 


The following is from the latest life of 


Lincoln, by John T. Morse, Jr.: 

He was the most individual man who ever 
lived; let us be content with this fact. Let 
us take him simply as Abraham Lincoln; ein- 
gular and , as we all see that he was; 
let us be thankful if we can make a niche big 
enough for him among the world’s heroes, 
without worrying ourselves about the pro- 
pertions which it may bear to other niches; 
and there let him remain forever, lonely, as 
in his strange lifetime, impressive, mysteri- 
ous, unmeasured and unsolved. 

This is a bit of what is called ‘‘fine 


writing, and like the most of its class is 
intended rather to tickle the popular ear 
than appeal to the critical understanding. 
It reminds one of Phillips’ oration on Na- 
poleon, which was such a favorite with 
school-boy speakers of fifty years ago, and 
may have been suggested by this paragraph 
in that once famous piece of’ rhetorical 
fustian: ‘‘Grand, gloomy and uliar, he 
gat upon his throne a sceptered hermit, 
wrapped in the solitude of his own origin- 
ality.’’ 
Lincoln may have been, of course, ‘‘the 
most individual man who ever lived,’’ 
just as Napoleon may have been a unique 
blending of the grand,“ the ‘*‘gloomy’’ 
and the ‘‘peculiar;’’ butas thereis not 
satisfactory proof of either statement, both 
must go for what they areworth. Lincoln 
may have been ‘‘impressive, mysterious, 
unmeasured and unsolved’’—just as Na- 
poleon may have been ‘‘wrapped in the 
solitude of his own originality;’’ but as 
those who knew them best never discov- 
ered these interesting idiosyncrasies of the 
two men, perhaps it will be safe to take the 
diagnosis of Morse and Phillips with sev- 
eral grains of skeptical salt. Meanwhile 
let us hope that Morse and his co-laborers 
will finally succeed in making a niche 
big enough for him (Lincoln) among the 
world’s heroes,’’ even if, to accomplish 
the happy task, theyshould be compelled

At present Constans and Carnot are the 
two ‘‘probabilities,’’? but, of course, it 
all depends upon the ‘‘incident’’ upper- 
most in the French mind on election day. 
Character and intellect in France are pow- 
erless in the presence of an incident,“ 
and both may be in eclipse at the critical 
moment. Aside from this incalculable 
element of uncertainty it depends largely 
upon the stand finally taken by the various 
fragments of the Monarchical, Clerical and 
Boulangist parties which have dissolved 
their organization.

Our children probably, our grandchil- 
dren certainly, will believe, without the 
faintest shadow of a doubt, that the author 
of the Emancipation Proclamation was 
always a bold, fearless, outspoken op- 
ponent of American slavery and in fullest 
sympathy with those who were working 
for its abolition. In 1837 Abraham Lincoln 
was 28 years old, a rising lawyerand popu- 
lar politician in Springfield, III. Yet 
when for his opposition to slavery and his 
advocacy of gradual emancipation, free 
press and free speech in the person of 
Elijah Parish Lovejoy were struck down 
on the soil of the free Stave of Illinois, not 
one word of protest or of pity, so far as we 
know, came fromthe lips or pen of the 
man whom history will proclaim as the 
typical champion of human liberty! 
Lincoln was dumb in the presence of 
events which, as we look at them now, 
should have made the very stones in the 
streets cry out. Those who care to see 
how delicately he handled ‘‘the peculiar 
institution’’ even twenty-one years later, 
may read his speeches in the joint debate 
with Douglas in 1858. 

Abraham Lincoln wasa great man; far 
too great to need the flattering falsehoods 
by which certain alleged ‘‘historians’’ at- 
tempt to increase and extend his fame. 
And, were he living, he would be the first 
to laugh at the amiable caricature and re- 
buke the caricaturists.

THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 


The French elections to be held the last 
of this month will be of more than usual 
interest, because of the disappearance of 
the monarchical and imperialist factions 
and the good understanding between the 
moderate Republicans and the Clericals. 

It is characteristic of the French that 
the Panama scandals, which lookers-on 
thought had stranded some of the most 
conspicuous and capable leaders, leaving 
them without influence or follqwing, are 
now almost forgotten, while the politicians 
who were so badly smirched have regained 
the ear of the publicand are as powerful 
with the constituencies as ever. Floquet, 
Clemenceau and others equally prominent 
in connection with the Panama and other 
jobs are in full control of the radical or- 
ganization and are bidding eagerly for the 
Socialists’ support. They have apparently 
recovered their moral health, or at least 
have been taken out of quarantine by the 
radicals who need their great abilities. 

But most prominent of all Frenchmen 
to-day and nearest the heart of the people 
is the strong brained Oonstens, who,

The whole Army moved from Williamsburg 
on the 28th, and took quiet possession of their 
Ground in front of the Enemy’s Works—Very 
little Shew of opposition was made. On the 
goth the Enemy abandoned their exterior line 
of Defence, and retired to their Works Very 
near the town; giving us Possession of very 
advantageous Ground, in fair View, anda 
near Advance—little Material has taken place 
since. On our part preparation has been 
making to comence the Operations of the 
Seige—and on their parta small and sparing 
Fire from the Enemy onour Parties, and an 
unceasing labour on their Works. 

My letter of the 27th also informed you 
that Admiral Digby was expected from 
Europe with 10 Ships of the Line to join Ad- 
miral Graves. Ihave nowthe best Reason 
to suppose that Digby is arrived with only 6 
Ships of the Line—and the same Information 
tells me that Admiral Graves, in the Action 
with Count de Grasse off the Chesapeake, has 
suffered very greatly—the Terrible of 74 guns 
was so disabled, that ne could not be kept 
above Water to reach New York, and was 
either Sunk or blown up at Sea—the Prudent 
and Robust are condemned ona Survey as 
unfit for further Service, and three others 
are very much Shattered. In this State of 
the British Fleet, the french Admiral has 
Nothing to fear from them; being secure not 
only in a decided Superiority of Numbers, but 
holding also a most advantageous Position 
inthe Bay.

The Woes of a Parisian Candidate Who 
Cannot Read His Own Placards— 
mobbed Because of a Printer’s Hoax— 
6: ligious Riots in Bombay Quelied by 
Military Force—Th> Revolution in 
Salvador—Foreten News. 


Panis, Aug. 12.—The Paris elections are 
being preceded by the usual picturesque in- 
cidents, cBief which isthe speech of M. 
Clemenceau, which the newspapers all over 
Europe are doing him the compliment of 
printing in full, Several sentences have be- 
come famous. Speaking of the lot of states- 
mon under the Republic be said: *‘‘Formerly 
they were assassinated, That was in the 
golden age. To-day methods generally 
thougbt infamous appear legitmate when 
employed against them. Of the Monarchist 
party and of the ‘Pope he said: The Mon- 
archist party lies dead under our eyes. 
The whole question is: What is to 
be done with the corpse? According to what 
natural laws will it decompose? What pre- 
cautions are to be taken in this connection? 
What is living, though, and very powerful, 
isthe Catholic Church, the greatest organ- 
The Pope 
sees from afar. The Pope isin no hurry. 
Serving only one interest, that of the church, 
Gisposing of a conservative force without 
limit, he knows well how to bend to hig yoke 
the conservatives of every hue. How far 
Will he go? It would be rash to say. Perhaps 
far, always asking for toleration, always 
working for domination.“ 

The entire speech was a brilliant special 
plea for Clemenceau, disguised asa plea for 
France. But Clemenceau’s speech did not 
arouse bis auditors as did the speeches of 
Gharies Bernard, a Socialist candidate, Who, 
Speaking at Bordeaux on Friday night, was 
80 severely kicked by his indignant hearers 
that he Is lying unconscious at the point of 
death. 

Still worse possibly was the fate of an u- 
literate candidate named Robinet, who has 
been going around Paris biowing a hunting 
horn to attract attention to his electoral 
programme. He was stoned nearly to death 
in the Trocadero district, owing toa hoax of 
which he was made the victim by a printer. 
The candidate resolved to go about as a 
**Sandwich man, obtained two boards, 
and commissioned the printer to ornament 
them withen elaborate political address in 
the largest type. The compositor, taking 
advantage of Robinet’s inability to read and 
write, drew up an address in the most unpar- 
liamentary language, weaving a tissue 
of the vilest insults to the local 
electors, while the candidate him- 
self was not spared by the hoarer. 
Hardly had Robinett appeared in public be- 
tween his boards when he was followed by a 
crowd which threatened tolynch bim. Some 
of the mob threw stones. He found a few 
sympathizers who saw through the joke and 
defended him. Inafew minutes tue cand. 
date’s friends and foes were plying fists and 
sticks. while Robinet looked on amazed at 
the tumult. Hefinally was extricated from 
a perilous position by the police. Notwith- 
standing his adventures he intends to con- 
tinue to be a candidate, and professes to 
have faith in his chance of securing a seat in 
the Palais Bourbon. 

The candidates who will present them- 
selves for electionto the Chamber of Depu- 
ties on Aug. 20 number over 2,000. The Cham 
ber consists of 584 Deputies. Masy of the 
candidates are ‘*‘faddists’’ and their candi. 
Cature is not serious. The coming elections 
excite small interest. For the first time during 
the existence of the Kepublic there is no 
question as to the form of government. 
Whatever interest there is is centered in M. 
Clemenceau’s cortest and C. M. Floguet’s 
contestinthe 110th arrondisement of Paris. 
M. Clemenceau bas good prospects of being 
returned, but M. Floquet’s election is uncer- 
tain, owingto his connection with the fan- 
ama Canal scandal.

THE PLOT AGAINST EZETA. 


New Facts in Relretion to the Recent Re- 
voltin Salvador. 

New Tonk, Aug. 12,—Panama i advices 
throw a new light on the Salvador outbreak 
against President Ereta.

Crime is still comparatively fresh 
in the public mind, There are, 
however, certain chapters which have never 
been told and one of them, probably not the 
least interesting, is here given for the first 
time. Dr. Parkhurst and his fellow moralists 
of the Sotiety for the Prevention of Crime 
were not slow to discover soon after they had 
embarked on their commendable enterprise 
that the difficulties besetting their path were 
considerably greater than they had ever an- 
ticipated. In fact they were wont to 
meet in solemn session and somewhat. 
mournfully realize that they had under- 
taken a contract rather larger than they could 
have reasonably desired. Finally Dr. Park - 
hurst decided to enlist the co-operation of ex- 
perienced detectives.

General Chace Greeted the Ownerof the

ALTON, III., Aug. 12.—The grocery and gen- 
eralsupply store of Mr. H. ¥. Fihling at 
Portage des Sioux, Mo., was broken into and 
robbea Thursday night. Mr. inline has a 
large fire proof safe in his store, and 
as there is no bank at the vil- 
lage the farmers of the surround 
ing country had been in the habit of putting 
their money in the large safe. At times the 
safe contained as much as $20,000, but Thurs- 
day night it only had about $6,000. 
Fihling lives directly opposite the 
store, and was awakened on this 
night by a loud rumbling noise. 
He opened bis window and looked out, but as 
a storm was raging he supposed that it was 
thunder that he had heard. When he opened 
bis store the next morning he found his 
goods scattered over the floor, 
the large counter was blown 
across the room, and the 
safe was literally blown to pieces. The barg- 
lars had drilled a number of holes around 
the lock and blown it up with dynamite. 
Bank notes and silver were scattered all over 
the floor, ‘and when it was collected and 
counted only $30 was missing, the burglars 
having probably been frightened before se- 
ciring the money. There is no clew as to 
the identity of the burglars.

‘The Tafna arrived at Filles Island, which 
is a small settlement situat! in Badger Bay, 
June 6, and in eight days bi procured her 
cargo and was on her wasouth to Phiia- 
deiphia. Hardly had the sip steamed out of 
the quaint old place whe the dificuity in 
gaining eatrance to the ope sea presented it- 
self. The Tafna steamed oi of Badger Bay 
into the Bay of Notre Damewhich was dotted 
with icebergs of every 8iz@nd description.

SOME TAKE ISSUER WITH COMSTOCK’S 
DENUNCIATION. 


Fr. Corrigan Thinks It All Depends on 
the Way You Look at Such £xhibi- 
tions— Dr. McGlynn Sees Nothing 
Cbjectionable at the World's Far 
Other Opinions. 


New Tonk, Aug. 12.—On the Danse du 
Ventre Dr. McGlynn says: ‘*I hä ve not been 
able to follow very closely what has appeared 
in the newspapers concerning the exhibi- 
tions in the Midway Plaisance in the World's 
Fair to which objection has been raised on 
the score of decency and morality. I did not 
see any of the alleged objectionable exhibi- 
tions during my visitto the Fair, but I am 
quite prepared to believe that what Mr.Com- 
stock so vigorously objects to, that us Iam in- 
formed he has threatened to close those parts 
of the exhibition on the charge of keeping 
a disorderly house, must be immoral or in- 
decent and deserving of his censure. To 
justify such exhibitions on the ground taken 
by these critics would be to assert that it 
were proper to permit bullfights, which we 
so unctiously condemn in Spain, or to permit 
wild American Indians to give an exhibition 
of torturing, scalping and burning oftheir 
emenies, ora repetition of what one of the 
British officers in Stanley’s company was 
charged with having done; namely inducing 
the sale and purchase and killing and 
eating of a little African girl as a European 
study of African character. In the Worid’s 
Fair, the averred object of which isa higher 
education of our on and of other nations, 
and with particular reference to the asser- 
tion of the dignity of woman it would bea 
pitty if anything should be tolerated that 
should lower our standards in the least 


degree. 

Fr. Corrigan says: 1 presume that the 
dances in the Midway Plaisance which Mr, 
Comstock objected to were national dances, 
and as such gave one an idea of the manners 
and customs of the peoples. No doubt the 
poor creatures meant no harm by it. They 
would hardly come s0 far to exhibit a per- 
formance they were ashamed of. It is all in 
the way one looks at it. I should have 
gone to see it and would not have 
been scandalized, I believe. Perhaps 
Mr. Comstock was too sensitive in the mat- 
ter—he and the good old ladies who were 80 
shocked. They might have seen worse 
Gances of a Saturday night in New York, 
dances where real evilis meant. It will not 
ao to criticise semi-civilized people on the 
same basis as our high-toned American 
ladies and gentlemen.’’ 

The Rev. B. F. DeCosta says: I have not 
visited the Worlda’s Fair, having joined the 
stay-at-home club this year, and I have never 
seen the danse du ventre, but as the inde- 
cency ofthe performance seems to de con- 
ceded, I feel free to speak, since it resolves 
itself into a question of religious dances in 
general, it being maintained that 
such dances must perforce prove 
proper. and right, I speak the 
more willingly for tue reason that our White 
Cross Society sets itself up against every 
form of indecent exhibition. On the whole, 
this strikes me as an odd question, for how 
can a bad thing be otherwise than bad, even 
though it be as religious and sacred asthe 
sacred concert of the roof garden, rendered 
on Sunday night amid generous Iiba- 
tions of beer? Of course there are 
religious dances and religious dances. 
King David in his enthusiasm and 
fervor led such acts in special praise of Al 
mighty God. Among the Hebrews the tim- 
brel dance occupied a high and solemn place. 
The Roman church, in a certain connection, 
has here and there encouraged the dance as 
a religious exercise. The disciples of Del- 
sarte alsoexbibit some very beautiful and 
altogether chaste and exquisite movements 
allied to if not identical with the Hebrew 
dance. I do not belong to the squeamish class 
whose prudence has done so much harm, but 
we must remember after allthat Terpsichore 
was a heathen divinity and that, taken asa 
whole, dancing is a heathen institution. Not 
that there was nothing pure and enobling in 
heathenism. On the contrary, since 
heathenism shows evidence of a primal reve- 
lation to mankind, though it has left no par- 
ticular record, yet the dance ofa distinctly 
religious character, so called, when found to 
be indecent and degrading, invariably proves 
to be of heathen origin, though originally it 
may have deen intended in some 
way to illustrate harmiessly the re- 
productive powers of nature, Such I 
understand to be the Nautch dance in India, 
where it is se weil understood bythe mis- 
sionaries, and, indeed, by respectable peo- 
ple in general who have recently been 
obliged to protest dgainst the exhibitions 
given forthe edification of distinguished 
visitors in India who were shown the sights 
and who were brought tothe Nautch dance 
to view the rformance as a piece 
of valuable information. In India this 
plea has excited disgust among the greater 

ortion of moraland well informed people. 
o when we propose to toleratea dance like 
that of the Midway Piaisance I would beg the 
advocate to remember the moral character 
of the ancient heathen religions. The danse 
du vontre, so far as I can see, isa part of the 
foul heathenism that has survived, or 38 1 
might say slopped over, from the awful 
chalice that ancient beastliness, under the 
guise of religion, heldto human Ups. It is 
time, therefore, for the American people to 
stop fooling with heathen fools and to 
dr>p excuses for prurience at the Columbian 
Exposition that was discarded by decent cas- 
uists generations before Columbus was 
born. Ina word, knowing as ido the story 
of ancient heathenism, the pleaitself that 
the Midway dance: !s a religious dance, a 
pears in my eyes simply the sentence of its 
condemnation. Indeed, the plea affords a 
a teks and all-sufficient reason for its ban- 
shment, not only from the Worid’s Fair, but 
from the face of God’s earth.’’ 
The Rev. C. W. Skinner says: ‘‘I aid not 
see these dances myself but heard about 
them in detail from some friends who went 
inside, From what they told me I judge that 
the dance so-called must be a disgustin 
affair and should not be tolerated. 
thoroughly ayree with Mr. Comstock that 
these ances are not only de- 
moralizing, but mar the genera) reputation 
of the Fair. This dancing of which one 
reads so much In the newspaper is not danc- 
ing atall, Itconsistssimpiy of a series of 
contortions, and according to the reports 
that have come to me, Cannot possess the 
slightest element of grace or beauty. ‘hese 
Persian and other foreign ‘dancers should 
never been allowed on the pone. si 
The Rev. Hamilton Schuyler says: I have 
not been ta the Fair, so Cannot say of my 
own knowledge whether the alleged oujec- 
tionabie features of the plaisance should be 
removed or not.

Capt. Anderson’s Views Regarding the

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 12.—The affairs in 
the mining districts, though not at all peace- 
ful, begin to look brigfiter, and it is hoped 
now existing troubles can adjusted with- 
out war. Capt. Keller And spent to-day 
in Knoxville on important business. He re- 
ports great excitement. When asked by a 
representative of the Post-DISPATCH if he 
was prepared for a siege, he said:

for 5121 in the Metropolitan company. Frank 
C. Borden, a local agent and a neighbor of 
the Shanns, made out the policies. : 

Howard W. Goff, a special agent fer the 
Manhattan company, came to Princeton the 
day following young Shann’s death to inves- 
tfgate. Rumors of foul play came to his ears 
and he informed the company that an autopsy 
should be held before any payment was 
mace. Borden heard of thisand that night 
sent a note to Mrs. Shann telling her that she 
had better send for her counsel. He was vio- 
la t ing a rule of bis company in dong this, 
and to prevent detection he added 
to the note the words: Burn this.“ The 
next day Mrs. Shann told a remarkable story 
about three mysterious night visitors to her 
house, who forced their way into the death 
chamberand disemboweled the body of her 
son, carrying away some of the vital organs. 
Her statement caused great excitement, and 
it was found upon investigation that the 
young man’s body had been cut open and the 
lungs and stomach taken away. No trace of 
these organs has deen found, but it is the 
theory of the prosecution thatthis was done 
either by the woman or by persons in her 
employ and confidence in order to remove, if 
possible, evidence that John Shann had died 
by poison, The dissection of the body was 
not performed by a surgeon, County Physi- 
cian Cantwell claims. but by some individual 
who had a fair knowledge of anatomy. 

The story told by Mrs. Shannon is that de- 
tween land 8 o’clock in the morning her 
door bell was rung. Atthetime there were 
fully half a dosen people in the house, in- 
cludin: her 18-year-old daughter Mabel, who 
was sieeping in the room where John 
Shann’s body lay. When Mrs. Shann went 
to the door, she says she was confronted by 
three strange men, each muffled in a heavy 
storm-coat. They forced their wav past her 
into the hall and informed her that they had 
come from the insurance company and 
wanted to see the bouy of her gon. e of 
the men kept her talking in the hall while 
the others went upstairs to the death cham- 
ber and dissected her son’s body. 

TESTIMONY FOR THE STATE. 

To-day’s evidence was mostly of an unim- 
portant nature. County Physitian Cantwell 
testified. Wrs. Shann was greatly improved 
in her appearance to-day. The tired, languid 
appearance which has shown itself plainly 
in her face was marked by her absence to-day. 
She is evidently nerving herself for the fina; 
ordeal. There isa great probability that she 
will be placed on the stand totell what she 
knows of the death of her son. Her counsel 
say they think she can stand theordeal, but 
have not fully decided whether to put her on 
the standor not. During the testimony of 
Samuel Stewart, who was one of John 
Shann’s most intimate friends, she evidenced 
more interest than at any time during 
the trial, calling Mr.. Vanderbilt, one 
of her counsel, to her side and giving him 
several questions to ask the witness. 
Justice Abbett paid Dr. Cantwell a compi 
ment during the latter’s testimony. ‘The de- 
tense asked the doctor it he could tell how 
mucti mercury there was in the body as com- 

aredto that found. To this the State ob. 

ected on the ground that the doctor was not 
xiving testimony as a chemist but as a 
pathologist. 

‘*That’s right,’’ seid Judge Abbett, but 
it appears tome that he knowsa great deal 
more about chemistry than a good many who 
ovehtwo.’’

COAL-TAR DRUGS, 
Their Discovery and the Uses to Which 
“ They Are Put. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH, 

Only a few years ago coal-tar was looked 
upon as a waste product.“ At the present 
day, however, it is no longer treated as 
such, for through the almost ceaseless 
activity of the German @hemists enough new 
remedies have already been obtained from 
coal-tar to fill a good sized pharmacopama. 

About the first one of these products to at- 


tract any considerable attention was anti- 
pyrine, which made its appearance some ten 
years ago, and became popularly known 
during the epidemic ofla grippe of several 
yearsago. This was soon followed by anti- 
febrin, which (although it had a new name) 
was an older drug than antipyrine, having 
been known for several years as acetanilid, a 
name derived from the substances from 
which itis mace. It is prepared by the ac- 
tion ot acetic acid on aniline oll. 

The acetanildi is now used by many doctors 
in preference to antipyrine. The principai 
features in its favor are smallness of dose, 
less danger of a depressing effect on the 
heart and cheapness. The price of acetanilid 
is hardly one-tenth that of antipyrine. 

Phenacetine is another drug of this class 
which has met with much success,and appar- 
ently deservedly so. It has been used with 
excellent results in thetreatmentof influenza 
the hyperesthesia or soreness of la grippe, 
— rheumatism, both muscular and articu- 
a

The drug is often combined with salol and 
quinine in the treatment in the above men- 
tioned affections, and the results reported 
are invariably ofa very satisfactory nature. 

One of the most interesting of the coal-tar 
derivatives is saccharin, a substance that is 
280 times sweeter than sugar. The medicinal 
properties of this drug e antiseptic and 
sweetening. Asa substitate for sugar it is 
used in the Gletary of gout, dlabetes and all 
diseases in which saccharin foods are con- 
traindicated. It has also been used to dis- 
guise the taste of medicines for children. To 
give one an adequate idea of the sweetening 
power of saccharin it is only necessary to say 
that one grain of the drug will Sweeten an 
ordinary cup of coffee. If sugar were used 
at least one-half ounce, or a tablespoonful, 
would be necessary. 

Inthe treatment of mental disease sul- 
8 is considered a very valuable agent. 

‘he drug could hardly have achieved success 
hadit been introduced under its chemical 
name, which contains just two letters more 
than the entire alphabet. Diethylsulphon- 
dimethylmethan is the ‘‘jJaw-breaker’’ by 
which it is known technically. 

The value of sulphonal as a hypnotic seems 
to be pretty well established. It has been 
used with marked success in the treatment 
of sleeplessness caused by fatigue and worry. 
It is also said to be of equal service in cases 
of acute mania, imbecility, melancholia, 
dementia, epilepsy, hallucinations and acute 
aicoholism, Oe observer stated that in every 
case treated the slumber was accompanied 
by no disturbances of circulation or respira- 
tion, and lasted from twoto five hours or 
longer. From fifteento thirty grains are 
usually givenasadose. Even iu very large 
doses the digestive functions are not disor- 
ordered and there areno disagreeable after 
effects beyond a slight drowsiness and feel- 
ing of lassitude the next day. 

In combination with hyoscine hydrobro- 
mate, sulphonal is said to form a Very good 
treatment for the insomhia and restlessness 
ofopium habitues. When a coal-tar prod- 
uct ig introduced it can almost be taken for 
granted that one ofthe tour medicinal prop- 
erties isclaimed for it. The four proper- 
ties are antipyretic, analgesic, antiseptic 
and hypnotic, 

Trional, which hails from Elberfeld. Ger- 
many, is brought forward as a candidate for 
thegapeutic favor. It possesses the last- 
named property. Brie of Bonn has found 
triomal OF vaiue in treating insomnia of hys- 
teria and neurasthenia in cases of great 
obstinacy, and which had falled to respond 
to any othertreatment, In maniacal excite- 
ment and paralytic manta he reports excel 
lent results in 90 per cent of the cases 
treated. 

Salophen, although not distinctly a ‘*eqal- 
tar derivative’’ 18 partfy so, as one of its 
component parts, carpolic acid, is derived 
from coal tar. Itig said to be a valuable 
remedy in ‘the treatment of articular 
rheumatism. The dose is from fifteen to 
twenty grains three or four times a day. 

The very latest in the long lige ot N 
products is galianol. It is prepared by il- 
Ing tannin with aniline. It is introduced as 
a substitute for pyrogalic acid, having the 
advantage of being non-toxic and hon 
irritant. In the treatment of skin ‘affections 
it has been used with success, 

Cazenenve, the introducer of the drug, re- 
ports great success in treating psoriasis by 

ainting the spots with gallauol suspended 
n chloroform, and coveriag them witha 
solution of kutta- percha in chloroform, 
called traumaticin.’’

The foreign tourist has been ‘‘studying 
American institutions’’ this year to an extent 
never before attempted. He has been to the 
World's Fair, but has not confined his obser- 
vations to Chicago. After a cursory glimpse 
of the towns through which he passes, he 
proceeds to generalize upon American life, 
and his reflections and conclusions are some- 
times startling. 

What the foreigner thinks of America got 
into print in three ways: Through the en- 
terprising American interviewer, who has 
pumped some queer tacts from the tourists; 
through letters to the home papers, after the 
return of the tourists, and through special 
correspondents sent here by the leading for- 
eign journals, 

These foreign visitors have observed things 
in American life never before noted, One 
has discovered that in this country mortar is 
mixed by a negro, another has found that we 
have the largest vein of asbestos in the 
world, andathird says that the American 
husband never lets his wife light the kitchen 
fire in the morning,

of the United States, formed since the Fair 
opened, gathered from a variety of s6urces. 

FREEDOM MAKES A RUSSIAN STARE,

HIGH ART IN SAND. 


Artistic Designs Drawn by the Maki 
Indians. 


From the Washington Star. 

Who ever heard of painting in sand? The 
Maki Indians understand that species of art. 
Two paintings of this kind, copied accurately 
after the originals, have been newly placed 
on exhibition at the National Museum, Per- 
haps they might better be called mosaics, 
being done in sand of six different colors on 
a fiat, horizontal surface, The colors are 


yellow, green, white, black and a mixture. 

Such pictures are made by Maki priests and 
priestesses on the floors of their subterranean 
chambers. The six colors stand for the cardi- 
nal points. Yellow isthe north, green is the 
west, red is the south, white Is the east. biack 
is the region above, and all colors signify the 
region below. 

One of the two sand paintings is a copy of 
the kind of picture made for the annual cere- 
monial of the Vaki women’s festival to the 
Germ God, which takes place in September. 
The work of art is executed during the prog- 
ress of the secret rites. It represents two 
figures in an elaborate frame of different 
colors, On the left is the likeness of La-kone 
me-na, the patronessof the affair. She 1s 
clad in a white blanket. On the right is a 
portrait of one of the twin s of war, who 
carries a sig-zig of lightning in his hands. . 

The other picture is a fac-simileof one 
made by the Chief ofthe Fraternity of Ante- 
lopes at the festival of the snake dance, It 
is highly conventional in its character. Rain 
clouds are represented by semi-circles. Par- 
allel lines show therain falling. Four odd- 
looking zig-zag Ofgures stand for the light- 
ning snakes, which are respectively red, 
green, white and yellow. The green and 
white snakes are female and the yellow and 
rod snakes are male. Around this sand 
mosaic are performed the weird rites of the 
antelope P ests, who sing songs embodying 
— mythological drama of the Snake 
oro. 


So much for aboriginal sand painting. An- 
other sort of art work in the game ‘‘medium’’ 
was produced last summer by a tramp ge- 
nius, who went from one watering place to 
another along the New Jersey coast, produc- 
ing freaks of scul pee on the beaches. Crowds 
would gather and watch him while he made 
really wonderful figures and groups in high 
relief Just below high-water mark where the, 
raw material was sufficiently damp to pack 
Sometimes it would be a lovely women re- 
clining.

Seth Haskins and Harry Creason Over- 
come by Poisonous, Gas. 


DIED BEFORE ASSISTANCE COULD BE 
RENDERED THEM.

The Gas Produced by Explosions of 
Dynamite—A Desperate Fight Between 
Two Drowning Nen— Went Down in 
the Surf—Hambro Accidentally and 
Fatally Shot—OCasualties. 


CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Aug. 12.—Seth Haskins 
and Harry Creason, two young men, while 
cleaning out an old well onthe farm of Dr. 
Calvin Whittacre, Ove miles south of this 
city, this morning about 9 o’clock, were 
overcome by poisonous gas resulting from 
exploding dynamite in the well, and died 
before assistance could be rendered them. 
Creason was lowered into the well by a rope 
held in the bands of Haskins, and 
upon reaching the dottom gave a 
sudden jerk which pulled it from 
Haskins’ grasp. Haskins called to him to 
know what was the matter and recetving no 
answer divined that something was wrong, 
and went down to his assistance without a 
rope. When he reached the bottom he found 
his con®aanion insensible and called to two 
boys atthe topto run for assistance. They 
hastened away to a neighbor’s, but when 
they returned both men were dead. They 
were taken out an hour later. They had 
worked inthe well, whch was thirty feet 
deep, the evening before.

Louis T. Pim, the physician in charge, had 
doubts when they come under his care. He 
bas non’ now. Their steady improvement 
is one of the gratifying facts of his adminis- 
tration. The life of a children’s camp doc- 
tor is nota happy one. He goes to Tree View 
Farm on the Harbor Boat with 100 or 150 pa- 
tlents. Some of them require only to be let 
alone with the good food in the fresh sweet 
air of the Piasa tops and they will get well. 
There are others requiring something more, 
a little medicine, a little urging to cleanli- 

and exercise, and there are 
others 80 111 that from sunup 
‘iii sundown they must be watched 
and treated with all the skill the physician 
has acquired. Happy will ne be it, in addi- 
tion, there are no patients who require care 
all through the night. 

In every party of patients there are some 
who will not let the doctor sleep during the 
first nights of the week. Their state is s0 
low and his anxiety for them 80 great that 
he cannot leave them quite alone until the 
air bas done its work. 

He makes his rounds of the extreme cases 
at midnight and at sunrise throughout his 
stay inthe camp, but he does not arrive at 
this rule until the second or third or fourth 
midnight of his stay, when in making bis 
rounds he finds no one but the night nurses 
awakeinthecamp. Every patient is sleep- 
ing soundly. 

The rule is not even then a very rigid 
affair. Late in the week there are mornings 
when he may sleep late, but in its earlier 
days he may scarcely have touched his pu- 
low before there isa call for him. It may be 


that some one will rush in on him with the | 


announcement that a baby is dead, a child 
he has been defying deathtotake. He can- 


not believe the sians of improvement be 


had noted were so false. He leaves bed or 
Dreakfast to ascertain the truth. 
The child is cold and lifeless, the mother 


fainting. 


Bat it is not dead. 

There is still hope, a basis for effort. 

Backed by a skillful nurse he renews the 
fight, and presently he wins. The body 
warms and the baby’s eyes open. 

Au ot the lost ground is not recovered, but 
with tender care it may be. The child is 
given tothe nurses’ care exclusively. They 
keep a record almost of its every breath. The 
temperature must be just so and every other 
condition up to a defined standard at every 
moment of the day. 

Sometimes the conditions do not reach the 
standards. There are rallyingsand fallings 
off and then an end, a quiet end usually, a 
disheartening end after all the effort that has 
been put forth to save. 

More often the case is rewarded by im- 
provement, but the successes do not buoy up 
to the extent that the disappointments de- 
press. 

The residents in the camp, particularly the 
older girls, have a great fondness for the 
babies who have been very near the end. 

Is that your mamma’s baby?’’ a visitor 
asked a very small girl, who was trying to 
look happy holding a very large infant. 

No'm. It's the dead baby. 

Why, child! The dead baby? What do

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OFFICERS’ POWERS. 


Judge Claiborme Defines His Position in 
Regard to Arresis Without Warrants. 


The difference of opinion between Judge 
Paxson ofthe Second District Police Court 


and Juage Claiborne of the Court of Crim- 


inal Correction as to whether a police officer 
bas the right to make am arrest in a house 
without a warrant, has given rise to consid- 
erabie discussion, 

The attention of the publ was called to 
the matter by a case decided a few days ago 
by Judge Paxson, in which the Judge of the 
Police. Court sustained an arest made by 
an officer without a warrant, bit stated that 
he did so because he was governed by a 
ruling of Juage Claiborne. wh decided that 
an officer had a right to arret without a 
warrant. His own opinion, Jidge Paxson 
stated, was that an officer did ot have such 
a right, but in the absence of a uling on the 
subject by a highercourt he vas governed 


by Jadge Claiborne’s decision, the Court of 
Criminal Correction being a suprior court to 
a police court, 

A Post- DisPATCH reporter caled on Judge 
Claiborne yesterday and askediim to define 
his ruling for the information f the public, 
and to give his views as to the privileges of 
police officerg to enter places md make ar- 
rests without warrants and upBler what cir- 
cumstances they can do so. Jidge Claiborne 
replied: 

shall uphold the police inthe discharge 
of their duty in whatever 1 for the pub- 
lic good. In a felony cas an officer is 
allowed to arrest on infornation. In the 
case of misdemeanors the olf common law 
requires that a warrant be isued unless the 
officer has witnessed the offmse. The stat- 
utes are silent on the subject.I hold that the 
requirements of the times denand that offi. 
cers be allowed to make arrets in cases of 
miscemeanors without warants. For in- 
stance, in cases of PS Os which are 
only misdemeanors if the anount taken is 
less than $30. Ifareputablecitizen informs 
an officer that a man his picked the 
pocket of a citizen 
the pick pocket has one a 
certain house the officer mist make the ar- 
rest then and there, for if % wait until he 
gets a warrant before enterim the house the 
thief will be gone. Now evry one knows 
what a pest pickpockets are and by follow- 
ingupthat policy the townwould be over- 
run by them. Then if an omer found a man 
or woman bleeding and was old by a reput- 
able citizen that he or she ha been assaulted 
by a man who had gone into certain house, 
do you think that it vould be the 
proper way to wal until the 
officer could go and get a werant, vy which 
time the man who had comptted the assault 
would have escaped? 

Common law, which is he old common 
law of England, is very lite used now. It 
was all right when adopted. The places were 
not go thickly settled then nd when a per- 
son committed an Offense e did not nF to

The statement of a reputable citizen that an 
offense had been committe! without bein 
contradicted by other ciremstances wou!

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SUNK IN COLLISION. 


The Brigantine Francis Went Down With 
Two of Her Crew. 


St. JOHNS, Newfoundland, Aug. 12.—The 
brigantine Francis of St, Malo, fishing from 
St. Pierre Island, was cut down Tuesday 
night by the steamer Collingham, bound 
from London to New York. There was a 
thick fog at the time. About midnight the 
Collingham suddenly hove in sight and 
struck the Francis on the starboard bow, 
punchingan immense hole in the latter’s 
side. Themen sleeping below rushed from 
their berths without ciothing. The Francis 
sank almost immediately, carrying down 
twoof hercrew. The remainder, twenty- 
four in number, were rescued by the steamer 
and landed at Ferry Land. 

The French Consul had barely completed 
arrangements for their care when twenty- 
seven other shipwrecked fishermen were 
thrown on his hands. They were the crew.

NEW YorK, Aug. 11.—The position of offi- 
cial rat catcherto Tammany Hall is by ng 
meansasinecure. Frederick Wegner, a little 
weazened German professional vermin ex- 
terminator, may have labored under the im- 
pression that it was when he undertook for 
$250 to rid Central Park ofall rats, cats, dogs, 
mice, sparrows and the like inside of three 
months, but after thrée days of lively and 
varied experience with not only the vermin

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A SHIP OF WAR. 
Successful Launching of the — 
at Philadelphia. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 12.—The cere-

Lawn tennis is particularly recommended 


to boys and girls as a pastime, not merely as 


a means of recreation, but for its many ad- 
mirable qualities as a healthful exercise, 
Tennis brings into play nearly all the muscles 
of the body, and for boys of delicate physique 
itis an excellent substitute for base ball, 
foot ball or lacrosse, which require rugged- 


ness and a disregard for discomfort and pain, 


To lay out your court will be the first con- 
sideration. This can be done either on dirt 
or grass. The former is the more common. 
The original soil is leveled off and hardened 
by rolling and pounding.’ Particular care 
should be taken that the ground is made per- 
fectly level. Don’t rely on your eyes for this 
work. What may seem to be perfectly nori- 
zontal will show a big variation when the 
level is brought into use. On the whole grass 
courts are the best to play on. The turf 
must be bara and orm—careful rolling will 
do this—and the grass should be of good qual- 
ity and kept carefully cut. 

Having pounded, rolled, levelled and got 
your ground into good shape, the next thing 
is to parcel it off into lots and boundaries. 
The cut will show you the divisions. Arm 
yourself with tape-line and stakes and be-

The marking 
fluid consists of 20 per cent solution of whit- 
ins and may be applied either with a com- 
mon whitewash brush or by means 
of the many patent appliances, 
some of which are most convenient and 
practicable. The lines should be as Clear 
ana distinct as possible, about 1% inches in 
width. There are several styles of good net 
poles for sale, and in the case of dirt courts, 
stationary posts may be used, firmly fixed in 
foundations, say two or three feet deep. The 
top of the net is required to be three feet from 
the groundinthe middle of the court and 
and zu feet at the ends.

The Spy system put in operation under the 
State is detestable It is not detective in its 
workings; it is a sneak system by which the 
suspect is led into violation ofthe law. The 
Spy does not set about to detect violations, 
but sneaks around making friends with the 
suspected party, appealing to his friend- 
ship to secure a drink with or without pay. 
Then comes the exposure. 

And, meanwhile, within twenty miles of 
the city of Greenville, all along the Blue 
Ridge Mountains ana spurs, are located the 
moonshine distilleries which have defied the 
United States Government. They are in full 
blast, turning out corn whisky. This liquor 
can be had at any time in any quantity. 
State constables or spies are not the men to 
invade the moonshine district. 

Some days ago the Portner Brewing Co. 
heralded the notice that a keg of beer would 
be shipped from Charlotte, N. C., to Green- 
ville, S. C. The beer came on scheduled 
time, was unloaded atthe depot and hauled 
in broad daylight to the -storeroom of the 
brewing — — in this city, and was ex- 
— to public gaze for twelve hours. The 

reenville News published the fact and up to 
this date no action has been taken. State 
constables saw the action, licked their dry 
lips and walked away. Blind tigers are in 
operation. These shady concerns get their 
supplies from innocent-looking mountain 
Wagons. apparently engaged in selling fruits 
and vegetables. N 

State constables do not fool around these 
homespun vehicles, for they know the own- 
ers to be the true mountain dew grit, and 
they see blood in the moon. 

On the whole, it is diMicult to understand 
the object of the dispensary. Its advocates 
have not clearly defined the whys and where- 
fores. It has the elastic qualities of the 
thimble game. Now you see it, now you 
don’t see it. If attacked in tne courts as un- 
constitutional, on grounds that it is the State 
making a monopoly of merchandise for reve- 
nue, presto—it becomes a police measure. 
If the taxpayer attacks it because 
it takes away the license revenue 
it becomes a source of wonderful 
revenue to city and State, thereby reducing 
taxes. If the’ Prohibitionists attaek it, it 
becomes a great moral wer, destroying 
the alluring attractions of the saloon, sav- 
ing the boys and young men from the vices 
cultivated in bar-rooms. If attacked by old 
topers and men who want their dram, it de- 
comes a beautiful fountain where the re- 
spectable drinker can get his grog cheaper 
and of a better quality than barsever offer, 
Another remarkable thing connected with 
this law is the fact that in cities and towns 
those who fought prohibition most bit- 
terly now are advocating prohibition, while 
many of the prominent Pronibitionists are 
the strongest supporters of the dispensary. 
One great objection to the dispensary is this: 
All the 1 all the machinery— everything 
isin the hands of one man, the Governor. 
He appoints the State Board of Control, the 
County Boards of Control, the State consta- 
bles and toallintentsana purposes is judge 
and jury in all trials. There is no restriction 
to his power and influence, and back of all 
this is the whisky itself. 

If any of his subordinates overstep the 
line, andare tried and convicted, the par- 
doning power is in his hands. Onthe other 
hand, any offender has all the power and in- 
fuenee of the Government to secure convic- 
tion, andthere isno mercyto be expected 
from the pardoning power.

MURDER WILL OUT. 


Stephen Zakany'’s Assassin Arrested in 
Mexico Five Years After the Murder.

About fifteen pears ago Stephen Zakany, a 
PBlish nobleman, arrived in Mexico and pur- 
chased one of the largest and most beautiful 
haciendas in the State of Sinaloa. He settled 
down onhis new property and became 
known all along the Pacific Coast of Mexico 
on account of his wealth and enterprise. He 
was assassinated ina cowardly fashion at 
his home five years ago. The murder caused 


a great sensation throughout Mexico and in 
the noblenan’s own country. Noclew could 
be obtained to the perpetrators ofthe deed, 
and the affair almost passed out of memory. 

Gov. Canedo of Sinaloa, who has been all

After a journey of two Gays they ar- 
rived at their destination and arrested one 
Santiago Miranda, who was strongly sus-

He said that he had been hired 
by three or four men\to commit the atrocious 
deed, and those whose names he disclosed 
were arrested. *

LONDON, Aug. 2,—There are more than 100 
populous resorts, from thirty minutes’ to 
two and a half hours’ distance from London, 
beginning at Bournemouth and following the 
south coast with a circle of the Isle of Wight 


to the east coast, including those of the north |. 


and south shorés ofthe lower Thames and 
thence up along the channel to Great Yar- 
mouth. On every pleasant Saturday half 
holiday, on sunny Sundays and on bank holi- 
day and other full summer holidays, every 
one of these places is thronged. The rich, 
the well-to-do idiers and the families of com - 
fortabie tradesmen are found in these, I be- 
lieve 250,000 ‘‘outers’’ of all classes are at the 
same time afloat upon or lounging beside the 
Thames, from Margate to Windsor. 

As an experiment in seeing London outing 
crowds, in one day’s travel I found perhaps 
30,000 people in Greenwich Park; as many 
more at Brighton; at least 10,000 overflowing 
Royal Kew Gardens; fully 40,000 in Hyde Park, 
where it emed that all the open-air speak- 
ers of England were haranguing crowds 
upon every conceivable social, political and 
religious subject; from 40,000 to 60,000 on and 
about Hampstead Heath; and from 100,000 to 
150,000 disporting themselves in the sun and 
shade of ancient Eppipg Forest. On this one 
Gay I setured at least glimpses of crowds 
that in all forms of holiday making must 
have numbered more than three-quarters of 
a million souls. 

Unquestionably the greatest two resorts for 
the London middle classes and the lowly are 
Hampstead Heath and Epping Forest. It is 
but a pleasant walk from the heart of Lon- 
don*to Hampstead Heath, for its farthest 
reaches can be no farther than six miles 
from the Strand; whilean Epping Forest to- 
and-return fare is but 18, and the myriad 
London costermongers and other possessors 
of tidy carts and traps find itan easy jog for 
thelr donkeys or screws to either of these 
recreation grounds. The result is that in 
both of these resorts you invariably find 
hordes of the ‘‘common people’’ filled to the 
brim with horse play, four ale“ and good 
cheer. They are vigorous in their merry- 
making as children loosed from sthool. They 
are grudgingly but good-naturedly ferce in 
the utilization of every moment of the holl- 
day in some sort of rugged diversion. And 
altogether they furnish scenes of the heart- 
lest, easiest-provoked, most unctuous and 

vociferous holiday enjoyment to be found in 
all the world, 

The Heath isa trife west of north of the 
heart of London. It is not more than 300 or 
400 acres in extent, but, as it comprises the 
highest and widest hills rising out of the 
Valley of the Thames, the railways have had 
to stop at its edge and leave the region for 
the people almost as nature fashioned it. 

Tou enter the Neath at once from old 
Hampstead town. First of all, itisa wild 
an@rugged heath and not a park. Dark, 
wind-bound fir trees hang against sandy 
ridges, where they ‘have for ‘centuries 
clutched the virgin soil. There are high 
banks of red sand pierced by rabbit burrows, 
Ancient ditches and hedges cut each other at 
Narrow bournes or ravines, 
their hollowed floors of clear and shining 
sand, plough the hills in fanciful furrows, 
providing tiny crags of furge, mounds of 
verdure and pleasant ways and shade, as if 
one walked in well-worn ancient water- 
courses. 

Altogether itis a mass of hills scooped into 
innuinerable pits and cavities, threaded with 
tiny ponds, banked everywhere with hardy 
gorse and mazes of heather, wild flowers and 
grass, splatched with knots of noble trees, 
intersected by countless footways, wild and 
ragged as whenthe Komans were here, and 
all seemingly held together by interlacing 
roadways, with ruggs@ sides of rock and 
sand and pines and furge. Around itisa 
shining thread of lovely hamlets, stately 
halls and winsome cottages, all gabied, 
ivied, old. Within in it on gardened hilis and 
blossoming, hollows, or at its slumberous 
edges, where old structures like old folks 
seem to love to doze in sun and shade, are 
scores of those quaint and ancient inns, still 
the most charming heritage of the ‘‘merrie 
England!“ of long ago; and the whole region 
is exhilaratiag from its free, ne uncouthness 
and the ceeseless breezes sweeping from 
odorous northern vales, ever inviting to their 
life-giving dalliange the city millions beiow, 


— beating ack from these fields of pleas- 


ure the pestlential breath of grimy London 
town. 

Far in the north can be traced the spire of 
Hainslop Ste ple, in Northamptonshire. The 
Knocholt Beeches in Kent, the hills and 
downs of Surier, the Laindon Hills of Essex, 
the turrets ofroyal Windsorin Berks, anda 
church on the far borders of Oxfordshire, 
are in full viev. 

Down below old Hampstead, enfogged by 
the ala tiois of hundreds of thousands of 
chi ys, in the distance its myriad roofs 
like a plain of broken and seething lava, lies 
the metropolis of the world, the dome of 
gray olf St. Pauls. 

Great ‘rough fellows from the waterside, 
tram the martet booths and from the fac- 
tories leap ani shout and roll in the gorse 
and sand like uncaged animals. There isa 

eon every woman’s face. The children 
seem to take from the vitalizing influence 
something of tie nature of winged birds and 


to sing and alnost fly in their carolings and 


rom pings. Tu. dogs, and there are as many 
dogs as folk at Hampstead Heath, leap and 
roll ang@gumble and pirouette and bark with 
a shrill “panting shriek of boundless joy, as 
though the entre enlivening scene was being 
enacted for ther own holiday heaven. And 
I truly believ: if man has ever seen an 
English holida resort donkey—that nearest 
movable monunent to defunct animal life— 
toss its heels, spread its legs. see-saw its 
ample ears and give forth a downright roar 
laughter, it ha: been through the Irresistible 
spell of delightwhich touches all who tarry 
bere.

VICTORIA sURVIVORS. 


Grested by Relatives eni Friends on 
Their Arr val at Portsmouth. 


Portsmoutn, Aug. 12.—The battleship 
Triumph, the port guardship at Queens. 
town, fiying the flag of Rear Admiral St. 
John, arrived here to-day from Malta, dav- 
ing on board most ofthe survivors of the 
Victoria, which was recently sunk in col- 
lision with the warship Camperdown, off 
Tripoli. The Triamph was dispatched to 


Malta shortly after the disaster to convey 
the survivors to England, It wes the general 
@xpectation the Triumph would reach Ports- 
mouth to-day, and yesterday and last night 
the trains arriving, landed hundreds of rela- 
tives and friends of the survivors. This morn- 
ing many others arrived and at an early hour 
a throng of people gathered about the dock 
yard and ciamored for admission. No at- 
tention was paid co them for some time, but 
finally the authorities gave oruers that they 
would be admitted. A rush was made for 
the dock at which the Triumph was lying, 
she having just arrived. The greetings be- 
tween the survivors and those who had gone“ 
to welcome them were st affecting. 
Lunching amid tears of gladness, wives and 
sweethearts kissedand embraced husbands 
and lovers, whiie sturdy men grasped hands 
and stood facing each other for 
some moments without uttering a word. 
Some of the survivors were eager to tell 
their stories of the disaster to the reporters 
present. What they told added little to what 
is now known. someofthe men denied the 
statement made that many of those who lost 
their lives were unable swim. Notwithstand- 
ing the evidence given before the court mar- 
tlal at Valletta to the effect that at the time 
the Victoria sank her engines were not run- 
ning; some ofthe men declared a number of 
those who were lost had no 
chance to swim. Twenty men, they 
deciared, were killed by the revolving screws 
and their bodies were cut to pieces. The 
greater number, however, were Killed by 
peing hitby the wreckage. When questioned 
As to the court-martial they came Very re- 
ticent and said they had been cautioned to be 
Silent on that topic. The general opinion is 
the court martial was a farce.

INVENTION OF THE MODERN SYSTEM. 

Undoubtedly John Law isthe inventor of 
our modern system of doing business On con- 
fidence. Le Banque Generale which he es- 
tablished asa French National Bank in 1716, 
pas based on the French debt and its notes 
2 were liabilities secured by other lMabilities. 


This was looked on at the time as one of the 
most wonderful inventions of modern civili- 


gation; and indeed it was, though it has be- 
come trite enough in our times. 
scheme brought down interest rates, facill- 
tated trade and gave universal satisfaction. 


Hs was pronounced the greatest financier of 


the age and dukes ofthe biood royal strug- 


gled with porters and carriage Grivers in the 
immense crowds that assembled around his 
doorsto buy his shares in’ his Mississippi 


company. 


As long as confidence lasted France was the 
most prosperous nation of Europe. Law de- 
vised a scheme for reducing its national 


debt and saving the Government millions in 
mte t by transforming the debt 
currency notes to be used in 
his Mississippi shares. It worked toa charm. 


Everything this greatest of modern project- 


ors touched prospered and would have con- 
tinued to prosper, except for the bane of the 
“confidence s¥stem—settliing day. When it 

Was certaim that it coul 

any longer, those who had 

these vast amounts of credit currgncy of 
public and private issues, began to feel that 
queerness in the knees, that trembling inthe 
limbs, that inability of the spine to maintain 
its rigidity that isa certain symptom of pan- 
ic. Law and his friends, backed by all the 
power ofan absolute government, did their 
‘best to maintain confidence, but it could not 
be done. There were loud, angry, and reiter- 
ated demands forcash. There was no cash 
and as, without cash or confidence, it is im- 
possible to carry on business, 
and as all the confidence had 
digappeared with the cash, the result 
was the first great panic of modern times. 
Across the channel, the sober English had 
caught the infection and had 
*fiuldize’’ their real or imaginary values at 
such arate as had never before been dreamed 
of. It was the time ot joint stock companies 
whose shares were put into circulation 
_._ through a process which our Wharton school 
' @e00Onomists call ‘‘fluidizing values. Par- 
Wament passed the Bubble act’’ and at 
tempted to restrict the privilege of extensive 
Andes to Government favorites, but the 
confidence business had already gone so far 
that there had to be a speedy settlement and 
England too bad its panic when these bubbles 
coliapsed for lack of cash to maintain confi- 
dence. 

CLARKE’S RESEARCHES. 

Dotor Hyde Clarke begins his examination 
of panics with that of 1793. After that date 
he enumerates panics in 1804, in 1815, 1826, 
1687 and 18,7. Jevons enumerates as the prin- 
Cipal panic years of the century, 1825, 1888-39, 
9647, 1857, 1866 and 1873-5. Most of these were 
both English and American, though some 
were felt more severely in one country than 
the other. Ihe reader will observe that 
there is an approach to periodicity about 
these panics. Jevons calculates the average 
heme for thelr recurrence at 10.44 years.

FICTITIOUS CIRCULATION, 
Congress accordingly passed an act to dis- 
tribute the surplus among the States. This 


which had besed their business on it. Its 
withdrawal was a strong inducement for 
panic at any rate, but about this time Jack- 
son, than whom an honester or braver man 
never lived, made a financial discovery which 
he had not made in his previous studies of 
the economy of exchange—studies which had 
extended, perhaps, somewhat beyond the 
multiplication table. He found that some of 
his banks of deposit had issued larger sums 
in notes than they were able to pay even if 
they ever expected to pay them; he found 
that these notes were being used in payment 
of debts due the Government for public 
lands, and that the seeming increase in re- 
ceipts from this quarter was fictitious, being 
merely a result of inflated credit paper based 
onthe cash deposited by the Government 
itself. He accordingly issued his famous 
specie circular, with an utter disregard of 
everything except the interests of the 
people. It was enough for bim to know tbat 
the people were being swindled. He was 
absolutely careless ofthe effects of justice 
and honesty on the kind of business that 
can not stand justice and honesty. 

In this circular he ordered land agents to 
receive nothing but specie in payment for 
lands. This wag about the close of his second 
term. The crash came under Van Buren. The 
banks had been hard put to get together 
money enough to meet the drafts of the 
States for the public funds voted to the 
States dy Congress. Cotton was low, and 
after fhe specie circular the bank potes sent 
West began to get back Eastin alarming 
quantities. The financiers in charge of the 
banks saw that it they kept open and tried 
to pay these notes they would be utterly and 
irredeemably ruined without being able to 
redeem the notes either. Soone after an- 
otherthey had a panic at the prospect of 
meeting their obligations and ‘‘suspended 
specie payment. 9 
The specie circular of 1836 had caused 
a great demand for cash—or what 
is exactly the same thing, a 
great lack of confideace—and only the pet 
banks’’ were able to meetit. But in 1837 
the demand for cash increased by the return 
of the notes or *‘filuldized values of the pet 
banks from the West. As the only way to 
Keep them fluidized wasto take them up in 
cash, the banks of New York suspended 
specie payments fora year and the banks of 
other cities imitated them. The President 
called an extra session of Congress for Sep- 
tember, 1887, but the panic or demand for 
cash raged all summer, tothe ruin of thous- 
ands, who felt wealthy as long as they could 
keep their Mabilities fuld and in circulation 
as assets and as a medium of exchange. This 
panic resultedinthe adoption of the sub- 
treasury law, under which public money 18 
paid on demandto the Government by the 
collectors. The pet bank! has been re, 
vived within recent memory, however, and 
we have it still with us to some extent. 

GOVERNMENTAL PARTNERSHIP. 

It will be noticed in anaiyzing this panic 
that it was not due to legitimate banking, 
but to a partnership between the banks and 
the Government which encouraged the banks 
to issue their notes as cash with a quasi Gov- 
ernment sanction. Now, as no amount of 
confidence and no amount of Government 
sanction can convert a liability into an asset 
merely by fluidizing it and getting it into cir- 
culation, settling day had tocome. It was 
the knowledge of this fact that gave the 
banks their panic and caused them to sus- 
pend. 

It will be noticed further that the same 
causes which apply in connection with this 
excessive issue of bank notes, apply to credit 
paper ofall kinds, ‘whether tssued as bank 
notes or not. The Wharton school, like that 
of John Law, from which it.derives some of 
the most attractive of its theories, Delleves 
that in fuidizging  values—that is, in 
putting evidences of debt into circula- 
tion—a means has been found of al- 
most altogether dispensing with cash as 
a medium ofexchange. But after this 


has gone on in through wildcat bank notes or 
through evidences of debt of any kind what- 


ever, there must be a general settlement at 


last. Then comes the panic whichis aue, as 
has already been pointed out, to the difficalty 
of changing an excessive amount of credit 
paper currency of public or private issue 
into assets without a.sufficient amount of 
cash to carry out the theory of confidence— 
the theory, to-wit, that all thesejliabilities, 
public and private, are just as good as cash. 

Ihe crisis of 1857 was merely one of the 
periodical returns of settling day. It may be 
passed over lightly that more space may be 
had for considering one ofthe most interest- 
ing Crisis in modern times—the collapse which 
followed the Ciyil War period of speculation 
and inflation. 

The most striking figure of all the daring 
speculators of this period was James Fisk, 
Jr. It will be remembered perhaps that he 
was the sonof a New England peddler and 
that a characteristic story is told of their re- 
lations. The father was a cautious down- 
easter who Delleved in the cash basis.. He 
did not know that his son was a Napoleon of 
finance, destined to exhaust the p ibilities 
of the system of confidence. So when the 
young man invested largely in gaily painted 
wagons and other paraphernalia of confi- 
dence which threatened to take all the cash 
capital, it js said that the father remon- 
strated loud and that he was at once taken 
into his son’s employment ona salary that 
convinced him of the young man’s business 
capacity and made him tolerant of the warn- 
ing that he must not put on airs on account 
of the promotion.“ 

This was the man, coarse, self-asserti ve, 
reckless and absolutely unscrupulous, who 
bid gold upto hold the market while Jay 
Gould was sellingon Black Friday, Sept. 24,

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Not properly a panic, as it was not gen- 
eral, the Collapse of gold speculation was a 
forerunner of the general collapse which fol-

ting time after the inflated confidence that 
followed the civil war. 

SUN SPOT THEORY. 

According to Sir John Herschel, the sun’s 
spots Pave a period of between ten and 
eleven yearsand it was in attempting to 
connect the period of the panic with the 
sun Spot that Jevons puton record his cel- 
ebrated sun-spot theory of business depres- 
sion. Although he never proved his case, 
his theory is not as absurd as it may seem to 
some, for he argued that the sun spots af- 
fected the weather, that the weather gov- 
erna crops and that the condition of crops 
governed the market. 

This is well reasoned. The flaw in it lies in 

the fact that we Knew nothing definite about 
the effects of sun-spots on the weather and 
therefore have no right to try to pass that 
point in reasoning, if the object of reasoning 
is to get at the truth. 
The periodicity of panics—which 1s proba- 
bly not regular as it is made to appear in the 
figures with which Mr. Jevons supports his 
theory—is sufficiently accounted for by the 
fact that there is a similar periodicity about 
everything men do. It takes them a certain 
length of time to get overa panic, a certain 
time to become boldly confident, and a cer- 
tain time to yield again to their apprenen- 
sions of settling day. 

When there is no other cause, such as war 
or pestilence, intervening, this would prob- 
ably give a definite period between crises, 
which if not exact would yet yield an aver- 
age for a long spate of time about answering 
to that of Jevon’s. 

That panics are beneficial there is no doubt. 
They are the readjustment of an unstabdie 
equilibrium. After they over legitimate 
business is alwars in a betfér condition than 
it was before, for legitimate business men 
engross the ‘‘confidencé’’ that was before 
distributed among a large number of un- 
sound speculators whose unsoundness was 
exposed by the panic. 

It will probably be possible to avold panics 
when we get a school of economists who 
study such subjects out of a pure desire for 
knowledge, but we never can avoid them as 
long as we insist that Mabilities make as good 
a currency as cash. W. V. BYARS., 
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NEW YORK’S CHURCH HISTORY. 


A Wonderful Change Since the Days of 
Everardus Bogardus. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 13.— When good old Ever- 
ardus Bogardus followed the sleek and bullet. 
headed Van Twiller into the little Dutch 
colony on Mannattan Island and took upon 
himself the labor of caring for the souls 
ofits rotund and phlegmatie inhabitants, 
he little thought of the wide extent to 
which the labors of his 
reach, Dominie Bogardus was the first 
clergyman on Manhattan Island and it 
was under his ministrations that the first 


church was erected in the New Netherlands. 
That was in 1633. There had been religious 
services before that, but no church and no 
preacher. In the first colony which backed 
its belongings up the beach where now 
stands Castle Garden two men were appoint- 
ed as official consolers of the sick, who alter- 
nately readthe creed and the Scriptures to 
the pious Dutchmen of New Amsterdam. 

At first they occupied a little loft over the 
mill inside the stockade. That was in 1623. 
In 1625 a little tower was bullt over the meet- 
1 and in it was hung a bell which 
the Dutch captured from the Spanish in 
Porte Rico. This was the first church bell in 
New York, and it called the faithful to their 
devottons for six or seven years before there 
was a church. 

Dominie Bogardus was of the church mili- 
tant and history says that he told Gov. Van 
Twililler to his face one day that he (the Gor-

Ine first church society in New Amsterdam 
was formed in 1826, and the first church was 
erected in 1642. It was known as the First 
Dutch Reformed Church Records of the 
church from 1639 are still in existence. 
church building stood in the southeast corner 
of the big square fort and stockade which tue 


It stood for 100 years, then barned down, and 
was not rebulit. it was constructed, by 


by 52 and 16 feet high. 

The.second church was built in 1693 on Gar- 
den alley, now Exchange place, and the 
bullders were severely criticised for golng so 
tar out of town. It was an octagonal struct- 
ure, witha tower and steeple in the center. 
It stood until 1835. To-day the Reformed 
Church has twenty-six church buildings in 
New York. 

In 1663 the Lutherans in New Amsterdam 
bullt themselves a little church outside the 
fort, and Rev. Jacob Fabricus was the first 
pastor. Beyond the fact that he was fined 
twice for ‘‘misdemeanor’’ by the good Dutch 
municipal fathers, not much is known of him 
until 1675, when he was forbidden to preach. 
At present the Lutherans have twenty-three 
churches here. 

When New Amsterdam became New York 
in 1664 the English took possession of the 
chapel in the fort, called it King’s Chapel 
and introduced there the titurgy of the 
Church of England. Their first church was 
Trinity, which was commenced in 1696 on the 
site of the present famous church of the 
same name. To-day the Protestant Episcopal 
Church has eighty church .Dgiidings in the 
city, and in worldly wealth stands second 
oniy to the Catholic Church, which has 
eighty-five places of worship. 

Until the establishment of the political in- 
dependence of the United States no Catholfc 
priest was permitted to perform the func 
tions of his office in public. Immediately 
after the evacuation of the British troops in 
1783 a congregation was tormed. ‘heir first 
church bullding was erected in 1785, at the 
corner of Church and Barclay streets. It 
was called St. Peter's and was for thirty 
years the only Catholic church in New York.

A Buried Treasure.

CHOLERA GERMS WILL FIND A CON- 
GENIAL Bon In er. LOUIS WATER. 
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Written tor the BUNDAY - Disr Aren. 

It looks as it the ch¢iera would again pass 
us by this year. But, unfortunately, hopeful 
expectations are not always realized, and it 
is well to consider pogibilities. It is not too 
late for cholerato be imported to our soil, 
and once here to gam stronghold. I am of 
the opinion that here in St. Louis weare 
poorly prepared to cope with the disease suc. 
cessfully. To support that assertion I shall 
consider the cholera aad the conditions which 
lead to infection. It seems to be an established 
fact that the cholera germ—the koma—is the 
first cause of the disease and absolutely 

necessary to its appearance. That is to say, 
without koma no cholera; but it does not 
follow that without chplera no koma. There 
are certain conditions in and apart from the 
human body thatare necessary to the de- 

velopment of the disease and its growth into 
an epidemic. Where these conditions are 
lacking the presence of the cholera germ may 
de considered utterly harmless. What are 
these conditions? Unfortunately ‘science 
is not 80 tar advanced as 
to be able to point them out 
with certainty. Much room is left for well- 
founded doubots in every effort we make at 
striving to ascertain them. Experiments 
and observations in epidemics have fur- 
nished us many facts, but not enough to war- 
rant unalterable conclusions. 

Some places and localities may be consid- 
ered exempt from cholera, that Is, the dis- 
ease from the time of its first appearance in 
Europe until the present time has never 
attacked the inhabitants of such localities. 
Such places are, 1. e., a large area of 
Frankfort-on-the- Main, the whole city 
of Insbruck in Troll and Salz- 
burg in Austria. To such exempt 
localities cholera may be imported, the pres- 
ence of thecholera germ assured and yet its 
inhabitants will escape infection, even with- 
out the aid of special precautions. I do not 
propose to speak at length of the possible 
causes for such exemption. They may be 
Various and may even depend upon an ex- 

ceptionally good water supply. As much as 
the question has been discussed by the sup- 
porters and defenders of the different the- 
ories a positive decision concerning the point 
has not been reached. 

There are other localities which appear to 
be proof against to the disease for certain 
marked times, notwithstanding the pres- 
ence ofa condition of affairs that would 
seem to invite it. Such temporary im- 
munity usually appears after the plague 
has extensively vaged such places, which, 
in scientific German, are called durch- 
sencht.’’ This condition can be considered 
analogous to the human body after submit- 
ting tothe ravages of small-pox, or Detter, 
the partial and temporary immunity at- 
tained by the artificial means of vaccination.

cholera is the presence ofthe Koma, intro- 
duced into the intestines, we must cons:der 
the means by which the germ enters the 
human body and endeavorto further trace 
its progress once entered. There are three 
apertures which admitof entrance to the 
bowels: the mouth, the nose and the 1 
the mouth being the common one and the 
one to be chiefly considered. The cholera germ 
may be introduced intothe intestines by eat- 
ing, or, as I believe is must frequently the 
case, by drinking. Polluted and contaml- 
nated water, without being the only means 
of transmitting the cholera germ, is without 
doubt one of the foremostand most frequent. 
Now let us suppose that a cholera Dacillus 
or a number of them have entered the 
stomach of a healthy man. If there isa 
normal amount of acid in the stom- 
ach of this man, the bacilli will 

be—as we know — ex periments—totally 
digested before having time to enter the 
bowels. And even should there not bea suf- 
ficient amount of acid in the stom- 
ach, or should there accidentally 
exist some other condition per- 
mitting the cholera germ to enter 
the intestines, a perfectly healthy state of 
the normal digestive secretions of the boweis 
will, as a rile, destroy baccilli before they 
can become mischievous. Prof. Pettenkofer 
of Munich ard others have submitted them- 
selves to this experiment with- 
out the slightest dangerous re- 
sults. Thue prime condition for 
individual immunity from cholera seems 
therefore to be a sufficient amount of acid 
in the stomech anda perfectly healthy qual- 
ity and sufficient quantity of the digestive 
secretions @ the bowels. When these condi- 
tions are presenta healthy body will not be 
affected by thecholera germ. But individuals 
of 2 erfect health have often Deen 
attacked by the cholera and died from it. 
I have sad individuals of seemingly 
perfect health. The secrettons of the glands 
in stomach and bowels are based. upon and 
regulated bynerve action. A disturbance of 
the nervous system may influence these se- 
cretions witibut giving an immediate out- 
ward sign oft disturbed condition. But the 
stomach hag not its sufficient supply of 
necessary ach; the digestive secretions of 
the intestineslosein strength and ability to 
rightly perfrm their functions, and 
yet for a while may such 
Aa person ap ear healthy. The causes of 
stich nervow disturbances are many. 
Some are known, some are rather obscure, 
Some of the wtll-Known causes are of emo- 
tional character, turbances of the mental 
equilibrium. for instance: Fear. Without 
entering into adiscusgion of the physiologt- 
cal question is to whether fear reduces or 
stops the flow of acid/and influences the di- 
gestive secretins of/the iatestines in regard 
to quantity as vell as quality, I think myself 
justified in aconting this fact a priori, con- 
sidering the iniuegce of fear in cholera.

First Ia the gener - 
al unwholesomeness of the water; second in 
the entire absence in our water system of any 

recautionary means of preventing or at 

east diminishing the distribution of the 
cholera germ, once entered into it, with all its 
fearful consequences. So long as We are sup- 
plied by the muddy water of t Missouri river, 
without the 8 number of settling 
asins, our water ust necessarily con- 
tain a great amount of organic and Inorganic 
filth. Of all large cities of civilized nations, 
St. Louis has a water supply containing the 
great@st percentage of suspended organic 
and inorganic matter. This water is, for 
reasons well known to all, filthier now than 
itever was. Let some of it stand in a coy- 
ered glass for a while and it will be- 
come offensive. The first pint 
drawn froma hydrant which bas not been 
used for a few hours will be found to bea 
nauseating fluid, in which organic detritus is 
in full state of decomposition. Such water 
the majority of our population drinks. Com- 
paratively few boil it before drinking. Com- 
paratively few use manufactured ice, which 
alone is composed of pure water. Think of 
the effect such water must have on the stom- 
ach and wels during heated weather, tn 
which the strength and forces Of a human 
body are already naturally reduced. Does it 
not mean a preparation of our bodies for 
cholera? Are not the normal fluids and secre. 
tions of the stomach and bowels thus de- 
prived of the healthy properties which make 
them the surest destroyers of the cholera 
erm? 
* W hat has the city ever done to give us clear 
water? She has built several et Dasins 
in-which the water has rarely had time to 
settle.

Only when the 
water is passed through a fliter-bed — 4 
expect it to be clear, and, if rightly handled, 
com paratiuely free of organic matter. Clear 
water alone is not the thing we want. Bac- 
terla live in clear water. Only the well 
constructed and well kept filter-beds can 
insure us toacertain extent against infec- 
tious bacterla : 

As long as we have no such filter beds, at 
least, of stone, pebble and sand, rightly con- 
structed and constantly kept in good work- 
ing order, We shall not have a 
water supply worthy of a civil- 
ized community of this fin de siecle, 
Water Commissioner Holman to the contrary 
notwithstanding. I believe Mr. Holman to be 
an efficientengineer, but I deny him theright 
to speak authoritatively of the conditions 
under which stomach and bowels are Dest 
able to withstand the attacks of infectious 
baccilll of any sort. 

It is not my intention to alarm, but only to 
point out where the danger lies for the 
present, Ishould decidedly advise the peo- 
ple to boll their drinking water and to use 
manufactured ice or the same 
But should cholera appear 
this continent, I should 
advise the people to Doll all the water they 
use In their houses for whatever purpose. 
During cholera times a bath in unbolled 
water is dangerous, The bacillus oncein 
the water would find a way to the bowels in 
bathing. Washing in polluted water or 
cleaning teeth without first boiling it would 
also be dangerous. The water, as we have it 
now, would hardly be fit to sprinkle streets 
and grass-plots, because the cholera koma 
oncein it willafter drying up, mingle with 
the dust and be inhaled. Idonot say that 
this will be the case, but it may be an 
ounce of precaution is worth a pound of 
cure, DR.

While millers 
have been working along at a good gait on 
old orders, the output of the mills during the 
past week being by far the largest of the 

resent season, this business is about all fin- 
shed, and there is going to be a big cut Gown 
in the production soon; in fact some millers 
declare that they will shut down altogether 
rather than eo on grinding flour for which 
there is no outlet. The domestic trade is 
buying flour just as it needs it, and for that 
matter sellers in times like the present would 
rather do as mall business for Cash than have 
a larger trade on time payments. The for- 
eign trade seems to want flour, and bids 
come freely enough, but are too low, aud 
bigh ocean freight rates and the difficulty to 
negotiate exchange make it impossible to do 
much in that direction.

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Cotton remains under the influence of the 
financial situation, and while the Govern- 
ment report, showing the lowest average for 
Angust ever given, had no effect on the mar- 
ket, in fact prices were at about the lowest 
point reached during the week just after the 
report was received, an improved feeling in 
Vall street caused the market to stiffen up 
in good shape. Advices from Europe point 
to an improvement in trade, and many spin- 
ners are largely uncer contract for forward 
delivery, without baving secured the cotton. 
The only real depressing feature was that the 
existing financial depression must result in 
lower prices as soon as the crop commences 
to move, and unless confidence is restored 
itis notat all unlikely the cotton planter 
will be put In the same position as the wheat 
raiser, and be compelled to sell his cotton 
cheap or be forced to hold it for some time. 
As stated above the Department of 
Agriculture makes the average condition 
of the crop on Aug i the lowest ever re- 
ported forthat month. The lowest previous 
report was on Aug 1, 1886, when the indicated 
condition of the crop was 81.8; this year it is 
80.4, and last year it was 82.8. The present 
low comdition isthe consequence of excess of 
rainin the early part of the season, followed 
by hot, dry weather during the month of 
July. Rust is reported as a cause of injury to 
the crop in the States of Alabama, Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee, and the boll worm and 
caterpillar have damaged the crop more or 
less throughout the States of Alabama, Lou- 
isiana, Texas and Arkansas, Shedding is 
also reported as occurring in some localities. 
The drought in Texas and in fact over the 
entire cotton belt bas been relieved by copi- 
ous rains since the ist of the month and the 
condition has thereby been somewhat im- 


proved. 


The changes notedinthe condition of the 
bay market the past week were few. Re- 
ceipts were 8,570tons against 8,125 tons the 
week before and shipments 561 tons aguinst 
892 tons. About the — 1 marked change 
noted was the scarcity of the extreme top 
grades of timothy and, as this class of hay 18 
always wanted more than any other, a strong 
market with some advance ruled., Medium 
grades were helped some by the starcity of 
the best, and undera fairdemand a fairly 
steady market resulted.

The London Cargo List (Dornbusch’s) of 
Aug. 2, in reference to the French wheat 
crop this year says: The Marche Francaise 
Says that crop results are less satisfactory 
than a weekago. It was expected that the 
deficiency of sheaves would be compensated 
by the good condition of the grain, but the 
2 thrashings do not yield as an- 
icipated, and it will be difficult to obtain the 
average harvest hoped for. The Journal, 
however, obsérvés that such is not its abso- 
lute conviction, and thinks thatthe thrash- 
ings are not yet sufficiently advanced to 
abandon that hope too precipitately. Ace- 
cording to the Journal Oficiel, the estimates 
of the French harvest show thatthe winter- 
sown-wheat crop is excellent in 1 depart- 
ment, the Manche, good in 23, fair in 40, 
tolerable in 11, poor in ll and bad in 1; while 
the spring-grown crop is good in 8 depart- 
ments, fair in 18, tolerable in 89, poor in 17 
and bad in 7. Thefefore the condition of the 
winter wheat crop remains as a whole fairly 
cood, as 64 departments are classified very 
good we fairly good, while the previous 
month’s estimate only gave 60. The status 
of the Spring wheat is less satisfactory than 
the winter, but it must be borne in mind 
that there is very iittle grown compared 
with the autumn-sown.

Then came the buying of that class of people 
who, finding that the banks were discrimin- 
ating in paying balances, wished to put 
their money into some tangible shape. The 
best and the quickest of realigation was 
a security. Finally, more powerful than 
these, Came the present bull partyin the 
market. Here were three distinct powers, 
backed by Aa general change in 
conditions, favored by the lowest 
prices of years, and all arrayed 
on one side. It will take, a fresh develop- 
ment of disaster not at present expected to 
put prices again to the low point of July. In 
brief, the country has recognized the real 
con4ition ofthings. It has recognized that, 
no matter how bad conditions have been, 
are, or may be, those conditions have beea 
over discounted. The mysteries of impend- 
ing disaster are no longer before the people, 
but alongside of them, and many of these 
shades which were mistaken for giants have 
turned out to be nothing but dwarfs. it is 
very remarkable with what ease and almost 
indifference the street has come to expect 
events, the mere rumor or fear of which six 
months ago was sufficient to throw it into a 
panic.

The premiam on currency takes rank as 
the most important development of the 
time. Its causes may be found primarily in 
the spread of the universal scare, the rea- 
pons of which very few of the scared could 
give, and this, followed up by the tremen- 
dous drafts on the New York banks by their 
out-of-town correspondents, resulted in a 
demand for actual money, which carried it 
to a premium during the week of 6 per cent. 
The very intensity of the scare, however, 
proved to bo its own cure. A man who had 
withdrawn bis balance of $5,000 from his 
bank and saw an immediate chance to make 
$200 or $300 made haste to avail himself of it. 
It is estimated by money brokers that prob- 
ably $5,000,000 have been brought back into 
general circulation by reason of the premiums 
which have prevailed during the week.

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DISAPPOINTING BANK STATEMENT. 

New Yorn, Aug. 12.—The Post says finan-

profound disappointment. With nearly $14,- 
000,000 gold received this week, according to

This second movement was 
hardly a success, and, indeed, for the time 
being operators for the decline are much 
more afraid of time loans on stock collateral 
than of free ay ag of merchants’ paper. 
The probability is, however, that yes- 
terday’s ioans were the third step 
in the undertaking entered on 
two weeks ago, when a few bold 
capitalists put up the stock market on Call 
loans, plainly under engagement of tke later 
extension of these loans on time when the 
imported gold should come to hand.

This has been done by most of the 
banks, but where a cashier has been dishon- 
est he has failed to show this letter do 
the directors, and consequently no meeting 
has been called.) This wastrue in the case 
of the State Bank of Courtland and the State 
Exchange Bank of Jamestown, which were 
closed to-day. . 

The affairs of both banks are in a miserable 
condition, all of their funds having been 
gotten away with.

The directors have not met for 
a year and did not know but what the banks 
were in a good condition and perfectly 
solvent.

The Smoke Abatement Association Holds 
an Important Meeting. 


The Executive Committee of the Citizens’ 
Smoke Abatement Association met yesterday 
at the Mercantile Club. In the absence from 
the city of President Kingsland, Mr. Clark 
H. Sampson, the first vice-president, occu- 
pied the chair. Amohg those present were 
Prof. Potter, whois a member of the Smoke 
Convention as well as of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Citizens’ Association. The dis- 
cussion was a very interesting one in view of 
the fact that the ordinance suppressing the 
smoke goes into effect next Thursday. AS 
the smoke Commission has to report to the 
Board of Public Improvements, it was felt, as 
a matter ot courtesy to that body, that the re- 
port of the tests made should not be praduced 
until handed to President McMath. It was 
obvious, however, from the discussions that 
the smoke problem has been definitely 
solved because the efficiency of more than 
one smoke abater has been emcially ascer 
tained, and under these circumstances there 
will be no excuse for nottrying toabate the 


smoke nuisance after next Thursday. 


Assistant Secretary James Cox, who by 
order of the Executive Committee, recently 
addressed acommunication to upwards of 
1. 200 boller plant owners, reported that only 
one reply ota hostile or sarcastic nature had 
been received, andthe perusalof the com- 
municatiou, which was very lengthy and of 
a quasi-iegal charaster, provoked consider - 
able merriment. Onthe other hand, asthe 
immediate result of the circular the names 
were given of twenty-nine large firms which 
have agreed to put in smotfe appliances im- 
mediately. The ofmMfcial report has been 
handed in, these names being in 
addition toa very much larger number who 
have promised generally to co-operate in the 
smoke abatement work. Moreover, asan in- 
dication of the influencethe association has 
already had, ten firms which, when the can- 
vass was made this summer were found to be 
smoke producers, reported that since being 
approached on the subject they had put in 
appliances and had fallen in line with the 
Post-DIsPATCH pure air crusade, Another 
arm reported that in view of the evident 
earnestness of the association it had so con- 
structed a new boiler plant recently put in 
so as to make it easy toapply any device ap- 
proved. 

One point which was very prominently 
brought tothe front by the replies was the 
fact that a much more vigorous effort has 
been made in individual cases to abate the 
smoke than is generally supposed. Several 
experiments were detailed and the names 
were given of a number of appliances which 
are not generally spoken of in connection 
with smoke abatement to-day. A great 
deal of outside attenti has been de- 
voted to St. Louis in consequence of 
its smoke movement and it was reported 
that representatives of the firm owning the 

atent in general use for suppressing smoke 

n London, Manchester and Edinburgh were 

to make the

ficiently tested. Representatives of the de- 
vice most popular in Chicago have also been 
in the city and are stilltryingto arrange for 
the use ofa boller plant for experimenting 
purposes.

Some disappointment is felt ata 
greater number of new members not having 
been enrolled during the last few weeks, but 
the work the association is doing and the 
number of promises of co-operation it has 
received justify a feeling that its efforts will 
be appreciated by the pubiic as soon as the 
scope of its work becomes more thoroughly 
understood.

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Mile, Reichemberg Resigns From the 
Comedie Francaise. 


THE 44:YEAR-OLD INGENUVUE CREATES 
A STIR IN PARIS. 


Resignations From This Theater Are Rare 
and This One Had a Story of a Good 
Big Row to Go With It—The Noted Ac- 
tress Wasthe Daughter of a Cook—A 
Prize-Winner at 15. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
Paris, Aug. 27.—There is consternation in 
the City uf Light. The elections are forgot- 
ten, the rows are over, Siam sinks into insig- 
nificance, Senator Beranger is left in obliv- 
ion, and the caricatures of the worthy legis- 
lator, consisting merely ofa head emerging 
from behind a huge fig leaf, 
are scarcely glanced at. Leading 
articles are devoted to a burning sub- 
ject every day, in the principal news- 
papers, and, in short, Paris is turned topsy- 
turvy—because Mlle. Reichemberg, the ‘‘ju- 
vehile lead’’ at the Theatre Francais, 
has had a furious quarrel with 
the manager, M. Jules Claretie, and 
has tendered her resignation to the commit- 
tee, and incontinently signed another and 
very brilliant engagement with Mr. Koning, 
who opens a new theater next season under 
the name of the Comedie Parisienne. This 
aforesaid brilliant contract may account for 
the sudden completeness of her rupture with 
what the Parisians consider the leading 
theater of the world. However, be that as 
it may, eventhe Figaroand the solemn and 
sedate evening paper, the Tempe, have 
sailed into the thick of controversy. 
Number one states authoritatively that Mile, 
Reichemberg has been very badly treated, 
She refused to resign one of her favorite 


parts to one of the younger actresses of the 


company and to punish her, M. Claretie 
would not allow her to aqt in London (it is 
true that she played but seldom during the 
English engagement) and had ordered her 
to take an imimense journey down to Pau for 
the purpose of playing a ridiculous Nttle 
partthatany ofthe rank and file of the 
company would have done as well as 
herself. Moreover M. OClaretie publicly 
exalted the minor actresses over her 


head and, worst of all, when she threatened 
to resign told her with courteous firmness 
that she could do just as she chose. This isa 
permission which, as every one knows, 
drives the irate woman to the pitch of frenzy, 
so the little actress was much enraged.

M. Claretie, himself, has not yet been 
heard from as he is following the gyrations 
of the troupe of the Comedie Francaise 
through its provincial meanderings, the 
Parisian theater being still in tie hands of 
the workmen, andto those who Know how 
prone French workmen areto make haste 
slowly, itseems probable that we shall not 
see the company in Paris for several weeks to 
come, 

Mile. Reichemberg is probably the oldest 
**ingenue’’ onthe stage, as she is at present 
A, and from behind the footlights looks about 
16. She is very small, very slight, with dig. 
innocent-looking blue eyes and pale golden 
hair. She was the daughter of Madeleine 
Brohan’s cook, and Mile. Brohan, then in the 
height of her fame as the beautiful leading 
lady in the Theater. Francaise, took 
a great interest in the fair little 
child and advised her mother to have her 
sent to the Conservatoire,as the little girl had 
astrong theatrical bent. She entered the 
Conservatoire and carried off her first prize 
before she was 15. She was immediately 
admitted to the Theatre Francais, and has 
been there ever since. For a long time 
Reichemberg was never seen without her 
mother, and led the life of alittle school giri 
in spite of her theatrical surroundings. She 
fell in love with a very hand- 
some young baritone named Paul 
Bounhy and became engaged to him. The 
engagement was publicly announced and the 
wedding day fixed, One evening at the Opera 
Comique — wastosingin a new opera 
and Mile. Reichemberg was among the audl- 
ence. In the middle ofthe opera there was 
a stir and sensation in the house; the little 
actress had faint®d. She was carried out, re- 
vived with great difficulty, and taken to her 
home. It then transpired that for some un- 
known reason the engagement bod 
been broken of. The blow 
a heavy one to the poor 
woman, who drooped visibly, and finally 
had a severe attack of brain fever. On her 
recovery she pe te changed her mode of 
life, and froma shrinking little school girl 
turned into a self-possessed and worldly 
woman, who led the reckless life usual to 
French actresses, and speedily owned a 
beautiful house, carriages, horses and 
georgeous toilets. Had her love affair 
turned out happily, though,she would doubt- 
less have been as prosperous and contented 
au matron as is her comrade, Blanche 
Barretta, whose married life with M. Worms 
of the Theatre Francais is ideally happy. 
Reichemberg’s talent Is great and un- 
questioned in its limited range. Anything so 
absolutely exquisite as her impersonation of 
Suzel in ‘*‘L’amti Fritz’’ hag rarely been 
seen, and when itisa question of giving life 
and motion to that impossible creature, the 
ingenue of French comedy, Reichemberg 
isincomparable in her rendition of perfect 
purity and unquestioning innocence. The 
failure of her career was Ophelia, in which 
she was distinctly overweighted. Like most 
actresses, she is unaware of the- limitations 
of her talent, and moved heaven and 
earth to have Frou Frouw’’ transferred 
to the Theatre Francais from the Gymnase, 
where fit was created, in order that she might 
play the heroine, After several years of en- 
deavor she sueceeded, and the play was put 
under rehearsal. It is said she was perfectly 
charming in the two first acts, but when tlie 
action became dramatic she was so absurdly 
inefficient that the rehearsals were stopped 
till Mlle. Marsy could learn the part, a cir- 
cumstance which neari broke Reichem- 
berg’s heart. She gain some notoriety by 
her love affair with Gen. Boulanger, but since 
then has only been Known to the public 
by her stage successes until the present 
tempest in a tea pot roused all Paris to ex- 
citement over the woes of their petted stage 
favorite.

He then 
teok tea with our esteemed fellow townsman, Mr. 
Aiciblades, who lives beck of the Parthenon, and 
whose anasouneemeut regarding his great closing 
out sale of fall and winter ciothing, hats, caps, 
togas, sandals and general footwear may be found 
elsewhere in this issue. 

The great man was dumb asan oyster at all these
